Wounded Constutionalists, it is 
Reported, Are Put to Death 
on the Field 


ESTIMATES OF WOUNDED 
ARE NOT YET AVAILABLE 


Advantage in Siege of Nueve 
Laredo Seems to Rest With 
Federal Defenders

LAREDO, Texas, Jan, 2—-While the 
desultory fighting tonight was inde- 
cisive whatever advantage there was 
at the end of the second day's battle 
in the siege of Nueve Laredo, Mexico, 
seemed with the federal defenders of 
the town tonight. In the most import- 
unt engagement today, a constitution- 
alist machine gun detachment of 100 
men was disiodged from its position 
1,000 yards from the federal lines, 
and the rebels fled after 35 of them 
had been killed. The number of fed- 
erals killed was placed at five. 

Promises Vigorous Siege. 

Estimates of the wounded were not 
‘available. The main line of the be- 
siegers tonight was unbroken and the 
wovernment troops held their position. 
Hebel leaders were disappointed at the 
delay in the arrival of artillery de- 
tachments. They said they would pro- 
long the siege indefinitely and prom- 
ised a more vigorous attack when the 
artillery arrives. 

Seven constitutionalists were sum- 
marily hanged by federals today “as 
a warning.’ Jt also was reported, but 
not confirmed that the federals had 
put to death wounded constitutional- 
ists left lying on the field. 

Act of Barbarism. 

One act of barbarism was witnessed 
trom the American side of the river. 
A captured constitutionalist was 
trussed up with a rope to the tail of a 
wild horse which was then sent 
plunging across the plain, dragging 
the body behind. The prisoner had 
been shot, but it was not known whe- 
ther he was dead. Some one who saw 
the incident, said that the man’s head 
had been severed before the body was 
tied to the horse. 

Another story in genera! circulation, 
but unconfirmed, was that a wounded 
constitutionalist, his arms tied be- 
hind his back, and his knees tied to 
his body, was spitted on a pole and 
paraded in front of the federals line. 

It was learned that the federals are 
maintaining a vigilant border patrol 
on the Mexican side and that no Mex- 
ican citizen is permitted to cross the 
border.
